The wealth of the university is 
aboul ten million dollars. Some of 

this, which Is invested in real estate 

and Income-bearing securities, yields 
a good return. There is a State 
tax of 2 cents on each $100 of 
valuation, and this produces several 
hundred thousand doilars yearly 
The university is also the recipient 

of Several State and national legis- 
lative grants .and appropriations, 

the most prominent of which are I he 
Experiment Station fund ofil 

a year, and the Morril College Aid 
fund, now producing abou 

a year. There tire many scholar- 
ships founded both -by the State ami 
private individuals. As to the 
gifts of the latter, those Of Mrs. 
Hearst stand out prominently. She 
i a tod the competitive archi- 
tectural contest, In which the world's 
besi architects engaged, The win- 
drawings, which embody the 
buildings to be creeled in future, 
are extremely grand in scale. Their 

cost will be enormous, bul it is 
understood thai many million of 
dollars have been promised by 

private individuals. Already tin* 

president's $40,000 residence, and 

the half million dollar Hearst min- 
ing building are under construction, 

in .accordance with the new plans. 

The most pressing needs of the 
university at present .are a million- 
dollar Hospital, Schools of forest ry, 
Architecture, Horticulture, Naval 
Architecture, Music, and General 

Linguistics, a Museum , and an Ail 

Building. 

The educational depart ments of 
of the university are centered in 

the academic colleges at Berkeley, 
the professional colleges and the 

Mark Hopkins Institute of Art in 
San Francisco, and the Lick As 

tronomloal Department <>u the 
summit of Mt. Hamilton. The 

iiiic COllegeS are subdivided 

into ihe Colleges of Letters, of 

Social Sciences, Natural Sciences, 

Commerce, Agriculture, Mechanics, 
Mlifrug, <i\il Engineering, and 

Chemistry, All of these are well 

attended, ihe smallest enrollment 

being about |0(i in the newly or- 
gau bsed College Of Commerce, and 

the largest in the College of Social 
Sciences, in which over 1080 
students art> listed. These colli 
an- not distinct and separate, but 

all student candidates for degrees 
under one college .are necessarily

The 
Mark Hopkins Institute is usually

Sculptors. Tin* Mourn Hamilton 
Observatory, through possessing 
until recently the world's largest 
telescope, has given to the United 
states a large majority of her most 
distinguished astronomers. 

Under the newly instituted Ex- 
tension courses, a series of twelve 

lectures will be given at Intervale 
of two weeks to any locality which 

may raise u sum sufficient to cover 

the lecturer's *xpenses. In this way 

it is hoped to reach a large number 

of the people in the state, as has al- 
ready been done with great success 

by Oxford University in England, 

Tho university is pos s ess ed of 

numerous well equipped labora- 
tories and a small but select library 
of one hundred thousand volumes 
The library is being enlarged .as

Student life exhibits all tha many- 
trided phases which may be ei 
countered when' several thousand 

youthful beings congregate. The 

dormitory system has not as yet 

leached Berkeley. Consequently 

ihe campus is surrounded by nu- 
merous boarding houses, wherein 
reside* over seventy seven per Cent. 

of the students. The remaining 

twenty-three per cent, are distri- 
buted amongst the nearby cities. 
There are social, scientific, literary, 
musical, and athletic clubs, and 
societies withoul limit. One se\ 
enth of the Students are members of 

fraternities, which are twenty-seven 

In number. The fraternities are 
for the most part located iu sub- 
stantial and oven luxurious homes. 
[n contrast to these many of the 
students elnb together, and by re- 
lieving each other as chief eooks and

Student affairs • re presided over 
by a committee of three professors, 
who exercise a restraining Influence 
ovei their charges.

Some of the reasons why the deaf 
have not shown more state pride,

The raising of such a Memorial 
Endowment Pnnd should commend 
itself especially to the deaf mutes 
of the Stale of New York and to 
the hearing friends of the Church 
Mission to I leaf- Mutes everywhere, 
whoso generously aided \^v. Gal- 
laudet to carry on his work from 
year lo year. 1 say this Pnnd 
should commend itself to the deaf 
w York State, but when we 
consider how Dr. Callaudet's work 

has resulted in the establishment of 
chinch work in so ma y places 
throughout the United States, and 
confessedly in Croat Britain and 
Ireland, there is no reason n 
the deal and Ihe public 

generally should not be interested 

in the accumulation of an Endow- 
ment Fund, which will save the 
work already inaugurated from 
jeopardy, ami enable it to enlarge 
its scope. 

1 understand that while provision 
is made for the maintenance of the 

Service" at St. Ann's, Now Jfprk*, 

there is absolutely no provision 

made for the greater and wider 
work, known as " The Church Mis 
sion to Deaf- dutes," and no stipend 

provided for him to whom the 

general management of that work 
is committed. 

I trust, therefore, that a practical 
effort will be made to raise such a 
memoilal, the best memorial that 
could be raised of a material char- 
aoter, to that heron- saint of God, 
whom in life we loved and whose 

memory we venerate. The General 

Manager should not be loft to i 
his own stipend, because while do- 
ing that, he would be obliged to 
negleol the specific work entrusted 

to him. Prom the point where Dr. 
Gallaudet was compelled to lay it 
down, die point of effectiveness 

to which he had brought it, that 
work should ge on with mi 
strides as a sublime missionai 
fort. 

In writing thus on this subject, 

I believe I am doing what would 
oy to the heart of my depart- 
ed friend, Dr. Thomas Gallaudet
